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TWELFTH ANNUAL NCC YOUTH LHADERS CONFERENCE 


Forty youth leaders of the constituent denominations: and 
affiliated groups met et Izu-Nagaoka on January 24-26. The theme 
was "Jesus Christ - The Light of the World" and discussions and 
lecture topics centered on problems related to the Ecumenical 
Movement. 


The main speakers were Prof. Enkichi Kan of Rikkyo University, 

‘who spoke on "The Biblical and Theological Basis for the Ecumeni- 
cal Movement," and Prof. Nobuo Kobayashi of Kansei Gakuin, who 
addressed the conference on "The History of the Ecumenical Move- 
ment.” Reports were also given by those who had attended various 
international youth leaders' conferences during the past year. 

The reports included the World Student Christian Federation meet- 
ing at Strasbourg, the Christian Endeavor Conference in Mexico, 
the World Assembly of Youth in Ghana... _as well as information on 
Christian youth movements in Brazi 


The participants were divided into three sections, each section 
meeting three times during the day - morning, afternoon and even- 
'ing-- for discussion, after the lectures. The morning sessions 
focused on "Witness," the afternoon on "Service," and the evening 
(on "Unity." 
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The entire group met together on the final day and formulated 
the following recommendations and conclusions. 


1. The conference was very beneficial in promoting under- 
standing of the Ecumenical Movement. 

2 We wish for inclusion of those outside the N.C.C. when 
considering Christian unity. 

3 There is need for a greater knowledge of groups within 
the NCC. 

ioe, wevem rerlecting on means of service there is a need to 
consider matters "near to us" such as offering. 

5 Meetings of local church youth leaders sre required to 
strengthen the foundations for unity. 

6. More individual Bible reading and opportunity for group 

Bible study ere required. 


COOPERATIVE ASSOCIATION FOR JAPAN OVERSHAS MBDICAL EVANGELISM 
(CAJOME 


In cooperation with the Nationel Christian Council of Japan 
“he Coonerative associction for Janan Overseas Medical Evangelism 
was organized with the Christian Medical Association of Japan 4c 
the main constituent in Msy, 1960. The aim of this new association 
is to further promote two types of projects: invitation of medical 
students and doctors from Hast Asia for study and fellowship in 
Japan and sending of medical workers to other Hast Asian countries. 


With the aid of the National Christian Council of Japan, three 
doctors and one nurse, members of the Christian Medical Association 
of Japan, attended the HACC sponsored Hast Asia Christian Medical 
Workers Conference held in Hongkong in December, 1958. #orty one 
delegates from fourteen Hast Asian countries discussed the 
Responsibilities of Christian Medical Workers in this Era of Rapid 
Change." The Japanese delegates were impressed by the impoverished 
condition of medicine and shortage of medical workers in other 
countries. At that time an Indonesian delegate inquired as to the 
possibility of sending Japanese doctors to his country because so 
meny of the Caucasian, foreign doctors in Indonesis had been forced 
to leave. 


On January 20, 1960, Dr. T. Ymeyama, who had practiced four 
years at the Osaka Christian Hospital, was sent with his wife and 
two children to Indonesia, He is serving at the two hundred and 
fifty bed Immanuel Hospital in Bandung for three years. The Japan 
YMCA contributed a jeep which he took along. Living expenses are 
ceing met by the CAJOME. 


A request hes also come from the United Mission to Nepal for 
medicel workers. Dr. Noboru Iwamura, a public sanitation expert 
end professor at Tottori University and Atsuko Kawashima, a nurse 
will be sent as soon as possible. Japan Church World Service, NCO 
of Japan, and CAJOMH will cooperate in sending them. HACC will 
be. asked to subsidize travel expenses to Nepal. 


Sincé March, 1959, four post-graduate medical students have 
been invited by the Christian Medical Association for a six months 
period of study and observation. The young doctors who have 
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perticipsted in the program are: Dr. A. Bs Felarca, Philippine; 
Drs Ma. Dwe Myit, Burme; Dr. A, C. Chen, Formosa and Dr. A. K. 
Tharien, India.. 


CONSULTATION ON CHURCH UNITY 


The Commission on the Study of Church Unity, eppointed by 
the National Christian Council of Japan, met February 8, with the 
Church Affairs Department to plan for the National Consultation 
mom Chureh) Unity which will be held at Atami, April 4 - 11. 


Dr. Keith R. Bridestone, General Secretary of the NCC Com- 
mittee on Faith and Order will be present for the Consultation. 
Dr. Kuwata, president of Tokyo Union Theological Seminary, will 
Speak On Dasic¢swissues concerned with church unity in Japan. Dr. 
U. Mori, president of the Episcopalian Seminary in Japan and Dr. 
K. Kishi, president of the Evangelical Lutheran Seminary in Japan 
will talk on worship problems in church unity. 


This will be the first post-war consultation on church unity 
held in Japan. Consultations on worship as related to church. 
unity have been held before but no consultation on church unity 
as such. 


On April 13, a similar consultation will be held at Doshisha 
University in Kyoto for pastors and seminary professors. This 
will be a Kansai area meeting whereas the Atami meeting will be a 
national consultation, 


SEMINAR ON THE CHURCH «ND THE «I SSTONARY 

Realizing that much apprehension is based on a lack of com- 
munication, a need has been felt for a frank interchange of views 
by missionaries scross denominational and confessional lines. 


An informal study seminar on The Ghurch and the Missionary 
was held at Hayama on January 2 - 5, with approximately fifty 
missionaries of twenty different mission groups attending. A 
Similar, but smaller get-together held last year under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. Paul Peachey of the Mennonite Committee created the 
desire for a second seminar. 


Chéeriman of the sponsoring committee was Gordon Chspman- Pres- 
byterian (IBC). Others serving on the committee were Thomas 
Forester-Cumberland Presbyterian, B. L. Hinchman-American Baptist, 
Ferd Ediger(in charge of arrangements)-Mennonites, Devid Swain- 
Methodist(IBC) and”R. S. Nicholson Jr.-World Vision, 


A total of sixteen papers were presented, two each morning 
and afternoon and one every evening with open discussion following 
The days were opened and closed with united prayer. 


It was felt by many of the group; that some of the difficulties 
the missionary experiences in attempting to relate to the Japanese 
church were explored from s,. broader perspective than any single 
missionary group could have seen it. There wes also a renewed 
eppreciation for the varied patterns of witness and problems. 
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
